Senate Consider* Mason’* Hoer Resolution 
Behind Closed floor*. 
Washington, March IO.—Discussion of 
Mr. Mason’s resolutions expressing stun 
pathy for the Bwrs was conducted in 
the senase Friday behind closed doors, 
Mr. Davis, chairman of the foreign rela­ 
tions committee, demanding that tho 
doors be closed. 
The feature of tho open session was a 
speech by Mr. Lindsay of Kentucky on 
the Puerto Rican tariff bill and govem- 
mens measure. 
He opposed the tariff 
provision of the hill and some parts of 
the proposition for the Puerto Rican gov 
eminent. 
He maintained that under 
the treaty of Paris, which provided that 
the civil governments and political stat­ 
utes of the native inhabitants of the is­ 
land acquired by the United States from 
Spain shall be fixed by congress, that 
congress had authority to deal with 
Puerto Rico and the Philippines as it 
saw fit—giving free trade to the one nnd 
loving a tariff on the products of the 
other. 
He opposed the doctrine that the 
constitution extended ex propria vigor® 
over the territory acquired by this gov­ 
ernment. 
At the opening of the session of tho 
senate Mr. Allison of Iowa reported 
from the committee on appropriations 
the house bill making appropriations of 
customs duties exacted from the island 
of Puerto Rico from Oct. 18, 1898, to 
Jan. I, 1900, amounting to$2,095,455 and 
gave notice that he would call up tho 
measure. 
Tho senate adjourned at 4 until 8 , 
when the reading of the Alaskan ot>de 
bill was finished. 
Under the new rule adopted by the 
house Thursday setting aside the second 
and fourth Friday s of each mouth for 
the consideration of private pension 
bills. 
Mr. Sulloway of New Hampshire, 
chairman of of the committee on invalid 
pensions, after the reading of the jour­ 
nal moved that the house go into the 
committee of the whole for the consider­ 
ation of private pension bills.

He opposed the doctrine that th* 
constitution extended ex propria vigors 
over the territory acquired by this gov­ 
ernment. 
At the opening of the session of the 
senate Mr. Allison of Iowa reported 
from the committee on appropriations 
the house bill making appropriations of 
customs duties exacted from the island 
of Puerto Rico from Oct. 18, 1898, lo 
Jan. I, 1900, amounting to $3,006,456 and 
gave notice that he would call up tho 
measure. 
Tho senate adjourned at 4 until 8, 
when the reading of the Alaskan code 
bill was finished.
